Athletics

for U. S. Schools

OHIOAGO, Jan. 12.—Greater con­ 
trol of athletics by the faculties of 
colleges and the elimination Of com­ 
mercialism from intercollegiate ath­ 
letics, was urged jn a report made 
tonight by DeaQ Douglas Anderson 
of Tulane University, to the asso­ 
ciation 
af American Colleges, 
in

ber of leading colleges and uni­ 
versities. 
“Among the leading abuse which 
the committee discovered were com­ 
mercialism, excessive expenditure of 
money, scouting for athletes in pre­ 
paratory schools, too much news­ 
paper publicity, gambling and 
the 
over emphasis on the part of the 
alumni and the general public of 
the relative importance of athletics” 
Dean Anderson stated. 
“The first step 
in 
eliminating 
these abuses,” declared Dean An­ 
derson, “ is to give the faculty con­ 
trol not only over the eligibility of 
players, entrance requirements and

training but also over
